acts of parliament are never signed 
by King George. 
When parliament 
passes an acti as, for example, the 
recent military service act. which con 
serijKed all the single men, a copy on 
vellum is placed in safe custody in 
.the house of lords aud indorsed by the 
ei?rk of parliament. 
If the act is one 
c<uuernlug money, as, for instance,' 
the budget, the vellum copy ia also in 
dorsed by the speaker. 
How does tluf 
king give his consent to an act of 
parliament? Well, he gives it by vrliat 
Is known as a royal commisMon. 
All 
tlv* various acts that are passed at 
about the same time are named In this 
commission, and the king signs this. 
The king must actually sign this com 
mission, but should he be. for any rea­ 
son. not able to do so, the royal sig­ 
nature may be specially stamped upon 
the paper. 
But according to the law 
this stamp can only be used “in his 
majesty's presence and by his majes­ 
ty’s 
command 
given 
by 
word

ugmth." 
A stamp of the king’s signa­ 
ture is always kept really for this 
purpose.—Pear son’s Weekly.
